Scientists Want a $2 Million Hole 


| Drilled 10 Miles Into Earth’s Crust 


TORONTO, Sept. 13 (#—-World scientists here for an inter- 
national meeting would like to have a hole drilled 10 miles 
through the crust of the earth. 


A resolution suggesting such a project, probably somewhere 
in the South Pacific, is to be voted on tomorrow by delegates 
to the International Union of Geodesy and Geophysics. 


Experts believe it is an engineering possibility to drill 
twice as deep as the world’s deepest oil well. The scientists 
hope through this project to uncover new facts about the 
earth’s composition. One ‘said the drilling would cost at least 
two million dollars. The scientists hope one of the world’s 
governments will follow up their idea, just as the program for 
launching earth satellites was undertaken.

13 (P—The British Socialists today administered 
to Prime Minister Harold Macmillan’s Conserva 
government in a by-election test hailed by Laborites as a new 


sign of growing Conservative unpopularity among -British voters. 


Final results today gave Laborite | 


candidate Jack Diamond a solid 


margin over the Con- 
servative candidate in the Parlia- 
mentary by-election at Gloucester. 
It was 11 times the Socialist mar- 
gin in the 1955 election in the dis 
trict. 

Labor party chiefs claimed the 
results indicated they could win 
any new general election easily, 
and Conservative party leaders 
called a hasty meeting to consider 


the setback. 


“These results show  over- 
whelmingly the unpopularity of 
the government,’’ Labor party 


_leader Hugh Gaitskell commented. 
“The people of Gloucester have 
' shown they want a change of gov- 


ernment.” 


A Conservative spokesman said 
that the intervention of a strong 
Liberal candidate had detracted 
significance from the results and 
argued that the anti-Socialist vote 
was as strong as ever. 


In the Gloucester voting, Labor- 
ite Diamond polled -18,895 votes to 
10,521 for Conservative Francis 
Dashwood and 6,393 for the Liber- 
al party candidate, Lt. Col. Pat- 
rick Lort-Philips. 

At the last general election, La- 
borite Moss Turner-Samuels won 
over the Conservative candidate 
by only 748 votes. There was no 
Liberal candidate at the time. 
Turner-Samuels died last month.

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Ike-Faubus Meeting 
To Make History? 


Brooks Hays, Arkansas congressman 
and president of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, arranged the meeting sched- 
uled today between President Eisenhow- 
er and Gov. Faubus, of Mr. Hays’ home 
state. 

Rep. Hays is a devout, practicing 
Christian. He is a gradualist in race mat- 
ters, believing that time is a tremendous 
factor and if given time a Christian peo- 
ple can work out acceptable solutions. 


The congressman, who will accom- 
pany Gov. Faubus to the President’s va- 
cation site at Newport, R.1L, likely will 
sit in on the meetings. Reportedly the 
President, who is sworn to uphold the 
Constitution of the United States—as are 
all governors—hopes for a_ peaceful 
agreement but is in no mood for 
compromise since his oath does not per- 
mit one. Rep. Hays will be a great help 
in working out some sort of plan for the 
beleaguered governor. 

Because he is in the position of a 
peacemaker, the Arkansas congressman 
offered only general comment: 


“We have lived with it—the racial problem 
—for a long time and we will continue to live 
with it for many years to come,” he said. 
“This is a testing time. I am confident that 
the people . . . will show tolerance and respect 
the views of those outside the South... 
those who are baffled by the Southerner’s 
attitude. 

“We must realize that the people outside 
—prointegrationists from other areas—are not 
intent on humiliating the South.” 


Troubled Southerners, who know that 
whatever the South’s resentments and 
fears it cannot fight another War Be- 
tween the States and cannot nullify the 
federal Constitution, will be glad that a 
dedicated, life-long Southern Baptist is 
using his political and Christian influence 
to bring peace to Little Rock and perhaps, 
as he hopes, set a pattern for the rest of 
the South. The prayers of al] thoughtful 
persons will go with him.

Uncle Has His Troubles 
With Bill Paying, Too 


Housewives, troubled with the budget, 
are not likely to have much sympathy 
for poor Uncle Sam. But nonetheless the 
old boy is in financial troubles. 

Expenses are heavy—and income is 
down. So Uncle Sam is going to borrow

a trifling sum, a mere three billion. This 
will tide him over, he hopes, for at least 
the time being. He will, however, skate 
pretty close to the legal debt limit. The 
citizen, theoretically, at least, can bor- 
row without limit. But Uncle Sam is 
held to a ceiling of 275 billion. 


Uncle Sam will borrow by selling 
notes. They bear a high interest rate, 4 
per cent, and will be snapped up by in- 
vesting banks. 

While Uncle Sam was busy with his 
borrowing, Harvard economist John K. 
Gailbraith denounced the federal finan- 
cial policy as one of “piety and tight 
money.” 

He said further that the tight money 
policy does not retard the investment of 
larger firms but does play the very devil 
with small business. The policy discrim- 
inates, he says, against the farmers, the 
small business people and the Main 
street merchants of towns and villages. 


The tight money rates seemed neces- 
sary to check inflation. They have, to a 
degree, slowed it down. But the cost of 
living goes on up. All is not well, and 
we can only trust some planning is being 
done for 1958.

Gas Rate Hike Now 
Would Be Inflationary 


It is difficult to reconcile pressures 
for utility rate increases with information 
from the U.S. Department of Commerce 
that gas and other utilities showed 
marked increases in dividend payments— 
thus profits—already this year. 


Gas utilities, for instance, advanced 
11 per cent in dividend payments thus 
far in 1957. This fact should give consid- 
erable support to Georgia municipalities, 
Atlanta Gas Light Co. and the Georgia 
Public Service Commission in their fight 
against the proposed rate increase by 
Southern Natural Gas Co. 


The Federal Power Commission in 
considering the case should keep these 
figures in mind. It also should remember 
that a rate increase now will add further 
fuel to inflation with an inevitable hike 
in the cost of living. 


Dividend payments for all corpora- 
tions last month were considerably high- 
er than last year and the 1957 total is up 
about 4 per cent for the first eight 
months over 1956. While this does not 
necessarily provide a measure of prof- 
its, it certainly is an argument against 
continued price increases with the ex- 
cuse that rising costs make them neces- 
sary. 

As we have said repeatedly, both labor 
and management have a responsibility to 
control inflation. It cannot be one-sided 
with each blaming the other. 


Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Robert L. Murphy in an address here 
Thursday gave the railroads some good 
advice. He advised them that continued 
rate increases were not the answer to sag- 
ging volume. Technological advances and 
increased efficiency to reduce costs is a 
better course for.them than rate hikes 
which tend to price them out of the 
market. 

As for the case of utilities, the facts 
apparently speak for themselves.

Highway Accident Toll 
Could Be Cut Further 


Traffic on Georgia highways is héav- 
jer than ever but the number of fatal. ac- 
cidents is decreasing. 

Col. W. C. Dominy, director of the 
Georgia Department of Public Safety, 
correctly attributes the 12 per cent drop 
in fatalities during. the past 14 months.t¢ 
an expanded force of state troopers. 

The downward trend began last year 
when 50 troopers were added to the pa- 
trol. It gained momentum when another 
50 were assigned to duty on July 1 of 
this year. 

Even with the 12 per cent reduction 
in deaths, there still were 1,193 killed on 
the highways. The lesson is clear. Fur- 
ther inroads must be made and the proven 
way to do it is through enlarging the 
number of troopers. 

As for patrol cars, they serve a highly 
useful service besides transporting the 
officers who make arrests, issue warn- 
ings and investigate mishaps. The mere 
sight of a patrol car is a powerful deter- 
rent to speeding, passing on hills and 
curves, and all the other aspects of reck- 
less driving. 

The cost of hiring more troopers and 
placing more patrol cars on duty is negli- 
gible compared to the lives and property 
saved,

Advantage of Grand Jury Investigation 
Weighed Against That of Citizens’ Probe 


Atlanta—Last week your news- 
paper reported the recommenda- 
tion of the retiring grand jury 
which called for a special citi- 
zens’ committee to investigate 
the prosecuting agencies of Ful- 
ton County, as well as Judge 
Wood’s charge to the September- 
October grand jury in which he 
pointed out that the grand jury 
has all the necessary investiga- 
tive powers. 


These events were particularly 
meaningful to members of the 
Atlanta Voters Guild, who recent- 
ly completed a study of the grand 
jury system. Our study showed 
that the grand jury has the au- 
thority to proceed to investigate 
on its own or to appoint a special 
committee for such purpose. 
There are sound reasons for each 
suggested course of action. 

For the grand jury: 

1. Such investigations are one 
of the primary functions (or du- 
ties) of the grand jury and it 
would be easier for it to conduct 
the investigation since its proc- 
esses of investigation are already 
established. 

2. The grand jury, a legally 
constituted body, cannot really 
transfer to a citizens’ committee 
the prestige with which it is it- 
self endowed. 

3. The grand jury has full sub- 
poena powers. 

4. The appointment of a com- 
mittee is an additional delega- 
tion of power and removes the 
action one step further from the 
citizen. The grand jury is the 
direct representative of the people 
and its selection is provided for 
by law. 

For a citizens’ committee: 

1. The grand jury has the power 
to appoint citizens to. “inspect 
and examine during vacation, of- 
fices, books, records, etc.” of 
public officials and such appoint- 
ed persons have power of full 
control of office and may have 
witnesses to appear and bring 
records. 

2. A citizens’ committee could 
continue its investigation over a 
longer period of time. 

3. A citizens’ committee could

devote all its time to the one in- 
vestigation whereas the grand 
jury must necessarily consider 
many things. 

4. A citizens’ committee could 
be composed of persons whose 
abilities would particularly fit 
them for such an investigation, 
such as lawyers or trained inves- 
tigators.

Georgians Must Wage War 


Against Stream Pollution 


Georgians today are standing at the crossroads in their fight 


against pollution. 


Their clear thinking will carry a tremendous 


amount of weight when the time comes to introduce new legislation 
to clean up our streams. Most clear-minded citizens feel that some- 
thing should be done about pollution. 


The cleaning up of rivers and 
streams in Georgia against silt, 
industrial and municipal wastes 
means much to our citizens. Pol- 
luted water is a constant threat 
to public health, livestock and 
wildlife. 

Last year alone, 28 major fish 
kills, resulting from pollution of 
one type or another, claimed an 
estimated 100,000 pounds of fish. 
This polluted condition ran over 
196 miles of Georgia streams and 
rivers. , 

Federal laws providing aid to 
cities and towns to build modern 
sewage disposal plants are there 
for the asking. Federal aid pro- 
vides up to 30 per cent of the 
cost, a minimum of $250,000 to 
any one municipality. 

This aid, an outright gift from 
the government to municipalities 
striving to modernize their dis- 
posal systems, will go a long way 
toward freeing many Georgia 
streams from pollution. 

During the past several years, 
some industries have realized 
that they, too, must shoulder 
their share of the pollution bur- 
den. Some of them have con- 


structed waste-treatment plants 


to salvage wastes and save 
streams. 
Despite the efforts of well- 


meaning industries, those which 
have not treated their raw waste 
but dumped it into streams in- 
stead have been a major cause 
of pollution. 

Several cases of industrial pol- 
lution have aroused solid citizens 
into action. In these cases, a 
waste-treatment plant probably 
would have erased any pollution 
problems. 

It is the duty of every Georgia 
citizen to see that our streams 
are cleaned up. They must exer- 
cise their rights as Americans to 
fight for legislation against the 
dumping of untreated municipal 
and industrial wastes into our 
waterways. 

Community action must depend 
on the community. Every com- 
munity is different, with differ- 
ent resources, leaders and citi- 
zens. To curb pollution, there is 
a need for every citizen to play 
an active part in the project of 
insuring strength and an ultimate 
end to pollution.

This is why the correspondents 
interviewing Gov. Faubus came 
at this point from all directions. 
The governor argued that ‘‘over- 
all circumstances” required the 
troops at the school to keep public 
order, but whenever the reporters 
got specific and asked for proof, 
he refused to offer any documen- 
tation. 


It is reasonable to wonder 
whether there is provable evi- 
dence that there was a threat to 
public order since Arkansas has 
already peacefully carried out 
more school integration than any 
other state in the South. 


Then came this question from 
William Hines, an out-of-state re- 
porter from the Washington Star. 


The question — “In connection 
with these overt incidents that 
you are talking about, a great 
many of us newspaper men have 
been trying for the best part of a 
week to find out something spe- 
cific about them. . . . Where are 
these caravans that you learned 
about that the sheriff of Belasky 
didn’t know anything about or 
that the chief of police of Little 
Rock didn’t know anything 
about?” 

The answer — ‘Well, let me 
remind you of something which 
perhaps you haven’t yet discov- 
ered — that Arkansas people don’t 
talk to strangers too freely.”

Ministers Will Salute Civil Defense Tomorrow 


By KAY McLEOD 


“Civil Defense is a necessary 
part of the work of the church in 
its effort to save the values of 
democracy and Christianity.” 

This statement by Dr. Stuart 
Oglesby, pastor of the Central 
Presbyterian Church, mirrors the 
feelings of pastors throughout the 
country as they pause to note 
Sunday as Civil Defense Day in 
the churches. 

Federal Civil Defense Adminis- 
tration officials seek to enlist pas- 
tors. priests and rabbis, not only 
in such Civil Defense measures 
as mass feeding programs and 
emergency first-aid exercises, but 
in a “war of words.” 


EXPLAINS ROLE 


In Atlanta this week was Dr. 
Fred Kern, director of the Re- 
ligious Affairs Office of FCDA, to 
explain the role of the church in 
Civil Defense. 

A Lutheran minister, Dr. Kern 
feels that the greatest concribu- 
tion a minister can make to his 
church and country is teaching 
his peonie “a true understanding 
of the nature of communism.” 

Why should the minister take 
this role? 

Because in the final analysis, 
says Dr. Kern, it is the church 
which communism seeks to de-

Educators Discuss School Marriages 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 

Last week teen-agers set down their ideas 
about single and married teens going to 
public school together. Opinions mostly fell 
“for’’ and “‘against’”’ groups ... the 
association either would make no difference 
or would start a trend toward younger 
marriages. 

Here is a survey of Georgia school rules 
eoncerning the admittance of married teen- 
agers to public schools. Included is some 
comment about reasons for and workability 
of the rules. 

Educators who were interviewed agreed 
that admission rules have not caused a great 
problem. They indicated, too, that there is 
no clear-cut “‘for’’ or ‘‘against’’ solution to 
admitting married teen-agers. 

Some schools in Georgia have special, 
individual rules, but a discussion with Dr. 
M. D. Collins, state superintendent, and the 
area representatives of the State Board of 
Education put the general picture this way: 
' $tatistics were not quoted, but the area 
men estimated that half the teen-age stu- 
dents who marry quit school. School regu- 
lations are not involved. Local school boards 
always have handled teen-age marriages 
on an individual basis, and, generally, the 


students go to school just like anybody else. 
They come under the same requirements, 
regulations, restrictions as single teen- 
agers. No differences are noted 

The general policy of the State Board 
of Education is to ‘keep the doors open.” 
All local school boards in Georgia come 
under the jurisdiction of the state board. 

If a local board refuses admission—even 
where some other equal educational oppor- 
tunity is provided—a married student may 
appeal to the state board. This board can’t 
set down a ruling until such an appeal is 
made. 

As Dr. Collins pointed out, the over-all 
handling of such admissions has been satis- 


factory just three appeals ‘the first 
in 1953) from three counties have been 
made. 


The general feeling of the area repre- 
sentatives is that no problems arise from 
having married teens in public schools. As 
a whole, they are satisfactory students. 

In’ Atlanta and Fulton County schools, 
married students are assigned to Smith- 
Hughes Vocational School, There they may 
complete their schooling and get a diploma 
from their original public high school—if 
they attended at least one year. 


Miss Ira Jarrell and Paul West offered 
this basis for the ruling: They don’t want 
to encourage young marriages. They have 
the feeling that parents generally agree 
with their policy, although they don't want 
to put any undue penalty on married stu- 
dents. 

West added that the local school board 
is open-minded about the ruling. ‘‘Our pri- 
mary concern is the welfare of all students. 
Whether a change of ruling would let down 
the bars for young marriages is debatable. 
It is the concern of- the parents as well“as 
the school people.”’ 

Miss Jarrell commented, ‘“‘We would like 
for students to graduate before marriage.” 


In DeKalb County, married students 
follow the ordinary legal enrollment pro- 
cedure. Jim Cherry had this to say: 
‘Professionally, we have no say abuout 
whether students should marry. We just 
believe that we can’t use a school regula- 
tion as a punitive measure. It is doubtful 
that closing the school doors to married 
teen-agers would prevent marriages.”’ 

And Dr. Collins said, “‘We believe in 
education for every boy and girl from the 
cradle to the grave.”
